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SPANISH CORTES PROROGUED. 


Sagesta Closes all Discussion by Reading 
the Queen’s Proclamation — London 
Papers Praise Him. 


Madrid, Sept. 15.—In the senate yester. 
day General Primo de Rivera demanded 
an inquiry into his administration of the 
Philippine islands, and in so doing he 
vaid the attacks of-Count Almenas were 
only “fit for the mouth of a miserable 
slanderer.” Almenas was endeavoring 
to reply when Sagasta read the decree 
proroguing the cortes, Count Almenas 
and .General \Rivera separately ap- 
proached the president in a hostileman- 
ner, and a duel isexpected. Premier Sa- 
gasta afterwards read the decree in the 
chamber of deputies. 

“A painful impression has been caused 


- here by a statement that the United 


States intends to demand $20,000,000 in 
behalf of the American citizens who have 
suffered. through the insurrection in 
Cuba. The Spanish peace commission- 
ers will strongiy oppose this, it is 
claimed, but fears prevall that the United 
States will become pitiless and press its 
advantage to the utmost. 


Congratulates Sagasta, 
London, Sept. 15.—The Standard says 


_ editorially this morning, after congratu- 


lating Sagasta and the government upon 
“having survived a difficult period suc- 
cessfully,” that the great danger is now 
over. “Spain,” it continues, “appears 
reconciled, knowing that, whatever dif- 
ferences may arise in the peace nego- 
tiations, shé is bound to’yield. As-to_re- 
ports that indemnity will be demanded, 
the United States knows that_no money 
can be got out of Spain, and is therefora 
unlikely to make such'a demand ‘se- 
riously. If the United States secures 
Luzon, it is most probable that Spain 
will give up the remainder of the islands 
as a useless encumbrance.” 


The President Concurs. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—President Mc- 
‘Kinley has not named a representative 
of the United States to attend the con- 
ference projected by the czar with the 
purpose” of Sseciring a disarmament: 
In the answer directed by him, however, 
to the invitation extended by the Rus- 
sian minister for foreign affairs, the 
president openly expressed his concur- 
rence in the sentiments set forth in 
the Russian note, and’prom'sed, if the 
conference was held, to have the United 
States represented by some person. 

As yet it is not possib’e to make a 
selection, for it remains for the Rus- 
sian government to say whether or not 
it regards the response made by the 
governments invited’ to par“icipate as 
sufficient to warrant the holding of the 
conference. It ig not belttevd-at-the 
state department that the sending of 
such a delegate would commit the 
United States government to any cer- 
tain line of policy beyond that specifi- 
cally set forth in the call, namely, to 
engage to limit armament to certain 
proportions. In this case our govern- 
ment would not even be called upon to 
make any change in its establishment. 


Child's Pure Grit. 

New York, Sept. 15.—George Byers of. 
Boston and Frank Childs of Chicago; 
colored heavyweights, fought 20 hard 
rounds at the rooms of the Lenox Ath- 
letic club last night. After taking an 
awful lot of punishment, Childs held his 
ground until the limit was reached. By- 
ers outfought and outpointed him, and 
was declared the winner.

the fourth round. Childs rushed mat- 
ters in the seventh round, but could not 
knock out Byers, who Kept jabbing his 


left om.the injured eye until it wasina 
terrible condition. In the 10th Childs | 
went at. Byers furfously, and swung his 
right hard in the side of the head. It 


Was a savage blow, and Byers became 
more careful, 

Pure grit kept Childs to his work. He 
was fearfully punished about the face, 
but took his medicine gamely. His 
blows were not heavy enough to be ef- 
fective. -In the 20th round:Childs was 
the aggressor and sent his right to the 
head. Byers, however, had the better 
of it all through, and the referee de- 
cided in the Boston man's favor. 


Maximo Gomez Disgruntled, 

Santiago, Sept. 14.—The report is cur- 
rent here that General Lawton received 
word that General Maximo Gomez had 
resigned the command of the Cuban 
army. The Cuban government, having 
its seat at Camaguey, is said to have ac- 
cepted his resignation without a pro- 
test, owing to the general's criticisms of 
the civil officials’ alleged attitude of 
complaisance toward American domina- 
tion of Cuba. 

General Gomez is reported to have 
said that the Cubans should resist Amer- 
ican control, even by arms if necessary, 
and the present submission and allow- 
ance of American occupancy of the Cu- 
ban towns were a virtual acceptance of 
the plain intention of the United States 
to retain possession of Cuba. 


Money Spent In Relief. 

New York, Sept. 15.—At a meeting of 
the executive committee of the Wom- 
an’s National War Relief association 
the treasurer's report showed the total 
receipts to be $35,455, which include only 
310,000 of Miss Gould’s $25,000 gift. The 
total expenditures are $17,357, leaving 
a balance of $10,097 in the treasury, 

Edward Sumner, representing Sir 
Thomas Lipton, sent $1000 to the Irving- 
ton auxiliary of the association. This 
fs part of a gift of $10,000 sent by Sir 
Thomas Lipton for relief work among 
veterans of the Spanish-American war. 


Wanted to Drown Trouble. 

Portland, Me., Sept. 15.—Joseph Colley, 
aged 64, whose home is in Ottawa, wasa 
passenger on the Peak's island steamer 
yesterday. When the boat was half way 
between the island and her dock Colley 
cut his throat and jumped overboard. 
He-was recovered in an unconscious con- 
dition, and taken to the hospital. It is 
believed he cannot recover. His explan- 
ation is that he was despondent on ac- 
count of trouble he had with his wife, 
whom he married two weeks ago. He 
left her in Ottawa. 


Phenvacetine Bet ween Mattresses. 
New York, Sept. 15.—Charles Polacek, 
a wholesale dealer in leaf tobacco and 
cigars, and H. K. Robinson of this city 
were arrested yesterday by United 
States deputy marshals. Nineteen pack- 
ages of phenacetine were found con- 


cealed bbc cout Mattresses of Po 


lacek's bed. Polacek said he had re- 
ceived the phenacetine.from Robinson, 
who had purchased it from a druggist 
in Milltown, N.-B. 
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SHAFTER REPORTS. 


Praises the Officers tn the Fight Before 
Santiago—Satisfied that discipline of 
, Troops was 80 good: 


Washington, Sept. 15.—In the report 
submitted to the war department of the 
movement against Santiago, General 
Shafter describes the embarkation, 
preparation for battle and the conclu- 
sion of ‘hostilities, and says: 

“Great credit is due to Brigadier Gen- 
eral H, S. Hawkins, who, placing him- 
self betWeen his regiments, urged them 
on by volce and bugle calls to the at- 
tack so brilliantly executed. In this 
flerce encounter, words fail to do justice 
to the gallant regimental commanders 
and their heroic nfen, for while the gen- 
erals indicated the formations and the 
points of attack, it was, after all,, the 
intrepid bravery of the subordinate 
officers and the men that planted our 
colors on the crest*of San Juan hill and 
drove the enemy from his trenches and 
blockbhouse, thus gaining a_ position 
which sealed the fate of Santiago. 

“1 am greatly indebted to General 
Wheeler, who returned from the sick 
list during the afternoon. ° Hig cheer- 
fulness and aggressiveness made itselt 
felt on this part of the battlefield, and 
the information he furnished to me at 
vatious stages of the battle proved to 
be most useful. My, own health was 
impaired by over-exertion in the sur 
and the intense heat of the day before, 
which prevented me from participating 
as -actively in the battle as I desired; 
but from a high hill near my headquar- 
ters I had a general view of the battle- 
field, extending from El Caney on the 
right to the left of our lines on San 
Juan hill. 

“A few Cubans assisted in the at- 
tack at El Caney, and fought valiantly, 
but their numbers were too small tu 
materially change the strength indi- 
cated above. The enemy confronted 
us with rémbers about équal to our 
own; they fought obstinately in strong 
and intrenched positions, and the result 
obtained.clearly indicated the intrepid 
gallantry cf the company officers and 
men, and tre benefits derived from the 
careful troining-and instructions given 
in the army in recent years in rifle 
practice and other battle exercises. 
Our losses in these battles were 22 offi- 
cers and iv8 men killed, and 81 officers 
and 1203 men wounded, with 79 missing. 
The missing, with’few exceptions, re- 
ported later.” 

In closing, Shaft@& says: ‘Before clos- 
ing my report I wish to dwell upon the 
natural obstacles I had to encounter and 
which no foresight could have overcome 
or obviated. The rocky and precipitous 
coast afforded no sheltered landing 
places, the roads were mere bridle paths, 
the effect of the tropical sun and rains 
upon unacclimated troops was deadly, 
and the dread of strange and unknown 
diseases had its effect on the army. At 
Daiquiri, the landing of the troops and 
stores was made at a small. wooden 
wharf which the Spaniards tried to burn, 
but unsuccessfully,and the animals were 
pushed into the water and guided to a 
sandy beach about 200 yards in extent. 
At Siboney, the landing was made on the 
beach, and at a small wharf erected by 
the engineers. I had neither the time nor 
the men to spare to construct permanent 
wharves. In spite of the fact that I had 
nearly 1000 men continuously at work on 
the roads, they were at times impassable 
Wor wagons. The San Juan and Agua- 
dores rivers would often suddenly rise 
Se s€ te prevent the passage of wagons, 
and then the eight pack trains with the 
command had to be depended on for 
victualling my army as well as the 20,000 
refugees who could not, in the interests 
of humanity, be left to starve while we 
had rations. Often for days nothing 
could be moved except in pack trains. 

“After the great physical strain and 
exposure of July 1 and 2, the malarial 
and other fevers began to rapidly ad- 
vance throughout the command, and en 
July 4 the yellow fever appeared at S{- 
boney. Though efforts were made ‘to 
keep this fact from the army, it soon be- 
came known. The supply of quarter- 
master and commissary. stores during 
the campaign was abundant, end not- 
withstanding the difficulties: in landing 
and transporting the rations, the troops 
gn the firing line were at all times sup- 
plied with its coarser components, 
namely, of bread, meat, sugar and coffee. 
There was no lack of transportation, for 
at no time up to the surrender could all 
the wagons I had be used. 

“In reference to the sick and wounded, 
I have to say that they received every 
attention that it was possible to givé 
them. The medical officers without ex- 
ception worked night and day to allevi- 
ate the suffering, which was no greater 
than invariably accompanies a cam- 
paign. It would have been better if we 
had more ambutances, but as many were 
taken as was thought necessary, judging 
from previous campaigns. 

“The discipline of the-command was 
superb, and-I wish to invite attention to 
the fact that not an officer was brought 
to trial by court-martial and, as far as I 
know, no enlisted men. This speaks 
volumes for an army cf this size and in 
a campaign of such daration. In con- 
clusion, I desire to express to the mem- 
bers of my staff my thanks for their 
efficient performance of all the duties 
required of them, and the good judgment 
and bravery displayed on all occasions 
when demanded.” 


Cuban Independence. 

Havana, Sept. 15.—The central com- 
mittee of the promoters of the move- 
ment for Cuban independence appoint- 
ed Monday night is actively appointing 
sub-committees in the provinces to sec- 
ond the efforts of the Cuban junta in 
New York, and is making great efforts 
to persuade the Spanish residents that 
independence would have great advant- 
ages Over annexation. The committee 
calls on resident. Spaniards to help 
achieve independence. 

Witttam Chambers, a British subject, 
was found in a railway-station with a 
trunk filled with revolvers. He had come 
from the interior of the island. Out of 
courtesy to the British consul he was not 
arrested. He gave as his address the 
Hotel Pasaje, in this city, but no trace 
of him can be found there. The British 
consulate is looking for the man, who 
gave no explanation regarding the con- 
tents of the trunk. which has been seized.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY, 


Murder in Bridgeport More Horrible than 


the Celebrated Guldensuppe Affair 
in New York City—No Clue. 


Bridgeport, Sept. 13.—The head and 
legs of a woman were found yesterday 
‘n Yellow Mill river, a tributary of 
Long Is!and sound, by three boys who 
were amusing themseives casting stones 
from a bridge into the shallow water. 


“The ghastly find revealed a crime which 


in ‘all its details rivals the murder of 
Guldensuppe, the victim of Martin 
Thern and Mrs. Nack. The only dif- 
ference is that instead of a powerful 
man, the victim is a young woman, 
whose tender physique made her easy 
prey for the inhuman wretch respon- 
sible for her butchery. 

Dr. Downes stated that the case was 
most curicus, and one of so many con- 
tradictions ‘kat the solution of the mys- 
tery prom'ses to be no easy task, ~ In 
his cpinion the body had been in the 
water about 24 hours when found, and 
that a large knife had been used tu 
dismember the body, as in no place was 
the flesh torn. The limbs were sawed 
apart, but the entire work was done in 
@ leisurely manner and evidently with 
much care, as no bruises were visible 
about the head. It is the opinion of 
the medical examiner that the death 
took place at night, from the arrange- 
ment of the woman’s hair, and also from 
the appearance of the teeth that she had 
not lived in a plentiful manner of late. 

There was also noticed that two 
stout cords were wound about. the 
thighs so tightly as to cut into the flesh, 
and it was evident that whoever did the 
cutting was desirous to prevent the flow 
of biood. The limbs had one leg of a 
man’s cotton drawers, of the kind that 
are worn in summer, wrapped about 
them; it was of good material, but there 
were no marks on it to assist in identi- 
fication.

WEATHER FAVORABLE. | : 


Harvesting Promoted by Last Week't 
Conditions, but Rain Needed, 
Boston, Sept. 13.—As a whole, the 
weather has been favorable to the ma- 
turing of crops, to harvesting and to fal! 


work. There still is need of rain in parts 
2f Maine, New Wampshire and Ver- 
‘mont. In the first named state the 


ground in sume localities is too dry for 
plowing. 

The rainfall for last week averages 
light. In a few instances, however, 
large amounts fell during local storms, 
washing fields and roads and damaging 
crops. 

Seeding in many instances is com- 
pleted, and is nearing the end for the 
entire district. It has been favored by 
goud Weather. Corn is being secured; 
with few exceptions the crop is the larg: 
est of recent years. Many silos have been 
filled with good crops; this work will 
foon be finished. Buckwheat is mostly 
harvested; the crop is considered ex- 
cellent. 

Grass cortinues in excellent condition 
in most sections. Pastures and mead- 
ows are green. Considerable hay (sec- 
ond crop) was secured during the week 
In some sections the barns are full ta 
overflowing, and many acres of grass 
will not be cut. 

Apples are coloring rapidly, earlier 
than usual in places. Wind has caused 
Gropping. Fall berries are in sufficient 
supply. 
though little has yet been done; all.ne- 
port a light crop of good fruit. Pears 
and plums are in fair supply. Grapes 
are ripening. 

Tomatoes have ripened rapidly in most 
sections, and the supply is abundant 
Potato digging is in progress through. 
out the district; the crop is uneven, 
though the yield, it is believed, will fully 
equal the average. While the complaini 
of rot is widespread, great loss will re- 
sult in but few sections, The warm 
moist weather has not favored cabbage 
lima beans and cauliflower. 

Tobacco is about secured, and is cur. 
ing well, although the warm days were 
not favorable. The crop exceeds the 
average in quantity, and is of good qual- 
ity. 


Delay In Porto Rica, 

Washington, Sept. 15—The delay of 
the military commissioners in Porto Rico 
in arranging for the evacuation of the 
island is deprecated by medical officers 
because of the danger to which it ex- 
poses the United States troops on the 
island. After the lapse of a month from’ 
the appointment of the commission 
nothing has been accomplished beyond 
the ordering of formal courtesies.

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IN BOSTON MARKETS, 


Will Go 
Higher—Potatoes, Eegs and 
Cheese In Demand. 


Buttee Advances in jPrice and 


Boston, Sept. 14.—It is always easier tu 
speak in general terms than to come 
down to particulars, Everybody admits 
that butter prices are higher thdn last 
week, but all do not agree on amount of 
the advance. The general asking price 
for fine western creamery Tuesday was 
20 cents, and most of the sales were at 
(that figure; but dealers who had been 
buying at 19 to 19% cents a few days 
previous run around a good deal before 
giving the“full rate. Perhaps a quota- 
tion of 19% to 20 cents would cover the 
market for what is classed as extra, in 
the various styles of packages, but with 


Elgin and Chicago up to 20 cents, it. is: 


not itkely that Boston receivers can sell 
jany more extras under that‘price, The 
chances are that a further advance will 
be asked before long. | ‘ 

For Vermont, New Hampshire and 
northern New York, fresh lots, 20 cents 
were the lowest price named, and some 
receivers were indifferent about selling 
under 20% to 21 cents. Perhaps for the 
day 20 to 20% cents would be a fair sell- 
ing rate in tubs, and 21 cents in boxes, 
This, of. course, means for first class 
stock. Grades more or less injured by 
the heat are offered at about the same 
prices as last week, because they accu- 
mulate a little; but all will soon be in- 
fluenced by the rise in top grades. Choice 
June creamery is attracting more at- 
tention, and 19 to 19% cents is the lowest 
rate named by those who are willing to 
sell. Some, are not offering under 20 
cents. Ladlés and imitations are a lit- 
tle firmer,and range from 13% to 15 cents. 

Jobbers were preparing advanced lists, 
but up to yesterday they filled orders for 
their customers at about previous prices. 
Still, buyers must be prepared to pay 
higher rates than a week ago, and 22 to 
23 cents are as low as the best creamery 
can be offered in jobbing lots, with fancy 
prints at 24 cents, Grades under the 
best will take the usual range. The cool 
weather has increased the number of 


orders, and a brisk trade is expected-dur-- 


ing the remainder of the week, if the ad- 
vanced prices do not keep buyers back. 

The statement of the 
Storage company for the week is as fol- 
lows: Putin, 3574; taken out, 5449; stock, 
170,245 tubs, against 191,620 tubs same 
time last year. For the corresponding 
week last year 5613 tubs were put in and 
6820 tubs taken out. The Eastern Cold 
Storage company reports a stock of 13,- 
142 tubs,againstnone of any consequence 
last year. 


CHEESE, EGGS AND POTATOES. 

There is a tittle better feeling in the 
cheese market, based 6n’the expectation 
of a larger demand, but no actual chaige 
in prices can be reported. Sales of choice 
northern run along at 7% to 8 cents, with 
occasional fancy lots at 4 to % cent 
higher. Compared with butter, prices of 
cheese are very low, and an advance on 
September make is no more than rea- 
sonable. 

The egg market has stiffened a lit- 
tle, with sales of best Michigan‘at 16‘to 
16% cents, and other fresh western at 15 
to 15% cents. Only very fine marks will 
bring over 16 cents. Fresh eastern com- 
mand 17 to 19 cents, and fancy new laid 
20 to 22 cents. Cold storage stock com- 
mand 15 to 15% cents. The stock in cold 
storage was reduced last week about 2000 
cases, and stands at 105,067 cases,against 
77,618 cases same time last year. 

The bean market has ruled auiet and 
steady, with sales of cholce marrow pea 
at $1.25 and mediums at $1.25 to $1.50 per 
bushel; yellow eyes and red kndneys 
quiet and unchanged. 

The cool weather has made a better 
demand for potatoes, and choice east- 
ern rose and hebrons on Monday ran up 
to 50 cents per bushel. Yesterday there 
was a larger supply and sales were at 
40 to 45 cents. 

The cranberry season has opened, but 
the receipts so far are light colored and 
not desirable. Sales range from $3 to $5 
per barrel, as to quality, with a slow de- 
mand, 


THE FLOUR MARKET. 

The demand for flour has shown slight 
improvement. New spring patents are 
quoted at $3.75@3.85 for prompt ship- 
ment. The committee of flour dealers re- 
port prices as follows: Old spring wheat 
patents at $4@5; spring wheat straights 
at $3.75@4.25; spring wheat clears at $3@ 
3.65; winter wheat patents at $3.65@4.25; 
winter wheat straights at $3.35@3.90; 
winter wheat clears at $3.25@3.85 per bbl, 
a sto quality. 

‘Cornmeal is quiet, with sales at 75@ 
Tic per bag and $1.70@1.75 per bbl. Oat- 
meal steady at $4@4.40 for cut and $3.60 
@4 for rolled-and ground. Granulated 
and bolted meal at $2.10@2.25. Rye flour 
at $2.75@3 per bbls. Graham flour at 
$2.55@4, as to quality. ro pane 

Shippers offer corn to arrive at around 
28c per bushel for Chicago No. 2 yellow. 
Dealers quote corn on the track here at 
38%c for No. 2 yellow, but report a mod- 
erate trade in it. 

There is a fair demand for the best new 
hay and sales at $1£.50 per ton. Common 
grades plenty and dull. Rye straw at 
$8.50 for new and $8 per ton for old.

dy Dear Kate: 

I have just returned from a visit in 
the country, where a midsummer fes- 
ival was held by the children, and asI 
participared in the fun, I suddenly 
thought that you could use the same 
idea in a fall festival at the church. 

The pavilion was decorated with 
fruit, flowers and vegetables, and beau- 
tiful decorations they made. Most prom-— 
inent of all was the American flag,made 
of ears of corn, red and white, and the 
old-fashioned. blue bachellor buttons. 
Over the platform were festoons of corn 
and husks, and beneath them were horns 
of plenty, filled with plums and currants 
on the stem. The children guessed how 
many plums were in-the receptacles, and 
the one guessing the nearest right had 
the honor of leading the procesion, which 
marched around the pavilion singing 
the “Star Spangled Banner.” 

Next came the games and then the 
lunch, the chief feature of the after+ 
noon. Across and around the place were 
drawn strands of different colored 
worsteds. Each child had aa end put 
into his hand and then followed it out 
until he came to the place at. the table 
to which the strand led, When all were 
seated the serving began. The young 
men-and women from the summer school 
were asked to serve, and they came in 
dressed in odd and suggestive costumes, 
representing characters from Mother 
Goose. The children were, of course, 
delighted and anxious to see them clos- 
er, and the procession marched around 
the table and back into the serving room, 
from Which they again issued, bearing 
all manner of good things to eat. 

Everything was most simple and 
wholesome. Snowballs, made of pop- 
corn, and dolls, made of corncobs, with 
molasses candy heads, were the prin- 
cipal oddities, while whipped cream 
and gelatine formed the most of the 
dishes. The gelatine was served in odd 
shapes such as roosters on a sugar 
mound, lobsters, fishes and other fa- 
miliar objects to juvenile eyes. This 
mode of entertainment gave me a very 
enjoyable afternoon, as well as the chil- 
dren, and I was not the only one who 
begged recipes for the good things. 
Among the best was the following: 

Half a box of gelatine soaked in half 
a pint of cold water for ten minutes, 
Then add a pint:of hot water, sweeten 
and flavor to faste. Pour a little ina) 
mould which has. been dipped in cold 
water. When sufficiently hard, -place 
slices of bananas on it, and pour over 
enough of the-gelatine to cover. Then 
put in finely cut oranges,and when this 
is hard,add more gelatine and so on, al- 
ternating the ranges with candied cher- 
ries till the mould is full. When done 
set away for two hours and then turn 
out and serve with whipped cream. 

On leaving the pavilion each child 
was presented with a tiny horn about 
three or four inches long made of paper, 
and filled with fruit, which was wrapped 
in a gay paper napkin and tied with a 
piece of baby ribbon. To the ribbon was 
attached a card with a quotation from 
one of the Mother Goose verses written 
upon it.

Stir this gently 
for fifteen minutes, cr urtil a little of it, 
dropped into cold water, is brittle. As 
soon as the joffee is bw iled to this point, 
add the ginger and remoye from the 
fire, or it will burn. 


FISH CUTLETS. 

Season one cupful of cold flaked fish 
with salt, cayenne, lemon juice and nut- 
meg. Moisten with a sauce made of one 
scant tablespoonful of butter, one table- 
spoonful of cornstarch dissolved in one- 
half cupful of milk, and a little salt. 
Shape into balls, dip in crumbs, egg, 
then again in crumbs, and fry in deep 
fat.

SPONGE CAKE WITHOUT MILK. 

Six eggs, three cupfuls of powdered sy- 
gar, four even cupfuls of sifted flour, 
two teaspoonfuls of cream of tartar, one 
cupful of cold water, one teaspoonful of 
soda, and one lemon. Beat the eggs 
two minutes, then add the sugar and 
beat five minutes more; then stir in the 
cream of tartar and two cupfuls of the 
flour and beat one minute. Dissolve the 
soda in the water and add to the mixture, 
and also the grated rind of the lemon and 


the juice of half of it; finally add the 


other two cupfuls of flour and beat one 
minute. Put into deep pans and bake 
in a moderate oven, * 


: ASPARAGUS, 

Boil a bunch of asparagus twenty min- 
utes; cut off the tender tops and lay in 
a deep pie plate, seasoning with butter, 
pepper and salt. Beat the yolks and 
whites of four eggs’ separately, to a 
stiff froth, and add two tablespoonfuls 
of milk or cream, a tablespoonful of 
butter and some pepper and salt. Pour 
over the asparagus and bake vight min- 
utes, or until the eggs are set. 


DELICATE CABBAGE, 

Boil a white cabbage fifteen minutes, 
then change the water for more out of 
the boiling teakettle. When tender drain 
and allow it to become perfectly cold. 
Chop fine and adc two well beaten eggs, 
a tablesporful of butter, three table- 
spoonfuls «? milk or cream and some 


“pepper and salt. Stir well and bake‘tn a |- 


buttered pudding dish till brown. Serve 
very hot. 


A POTATO DAINTY. 

Boll, drain, weigh and mash the po- 
tatoes, add to each pound two well beat- 
en eggs. After all is well mixed the 
preparation is dropped by the spoonful 
into boiling fat and fried until a golden 
brown, then drained on soft paper and 
served with a garnish of parsley. Each 
spoon is made to retain the shape of the 
spoon by dipping the spoon in hot water 
after every using. 


RICE OMELET. 

Add to one cupful of cold boiled rice 
four teaspoonfuls of milk, two eggs— 
whites and yolks beaten separately—an4 
a half saltspoonful of salt. Heat one 
tablespoonful of butter very hot in a 
frying pan,, then pour in the mixture, 
cover and bake about ten minutes in a 
moderate oven until stiff. Double and 
turn it out carefully on a hot platter. 


BEAN SOUP. ‘“ 
Soak a quart of beans over night in 
warm water and cook them in the same 
water in thé morning with one small 
onion, When very soft rub them through 
a sieve and return to the kettle. Add 
milk to make it as thin as liked and sea~- 
son with butter, salt and pepper. Stir 
while it is scalding, as it is likely to 
scorch. When it. boils up it is done. 


BANANA LAYER CAKE. 

One small cup of butter and two cups 
of sugar beaten together until light; 
then add one cupful of milk and four 
eggs well beaten; .-d three cups of flour 
into which has teen sifted two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Bake in layer 
tins, Slice bananas and place between 
the layers, covering the bananas with 
whipped cream. 


GRIDDLE CAKES. 

One pint of sweet milk, half a tea- 
cupful of yeast, butter the size of. an 
egg, one pint of flour and one egg. Let 
this rise over night, and in the morning 
add flour until the batter is of the right 
consistency.

Our Fire Protection. , 


The National Underwriters Associa- 
tion have been investigating the fire 
protection of important cities and.towns 
in the United States. 

These reports are beginning to come 
in and it has been interesting to “note 
how Andover compares ‘in the matter 
of equipment and standing. Several 
contemporaries have published the re- 
ports in other towns and we are pleased 
to say that Andover takes almost a front 
rank in the towns of the 5000 class in 
Massachusetts in the matter of fire de- 
partment and water suyply. 

Only two recommendations were 
made for improvement in Andover and 
they were as follows: 

Fire Department. —One double tank, 
chemical fire engine should be obtained 
and centrally located in ‘the business 
section. 

Water Supply.—An additional § inch 
main should be laid to Ballardvale, con- 
necting with the present 8 inch pipe, 
and abandon the dead end to secure a 

ood supply and circulation of water 
or that section of the town. 

The first recommendation is one that 
needs hardly to be considered inasmuch 
as the department is equipped already, 
with a small chemical apparatus that is 
satisfactory to the local insurance in- 
terests, The second recommendation 
is more important and is sure to be act- 
ed upon favorably at an early date. 

Of the fire department itself, there 
is not a word of criticism and the cit- 
izens at large and engine boys in par~ 
ticular, are to be highly congratulated 
upon this condition. It is a compliment 
that the town may well be proud of, and 
shows that Andover’s liberality in its 
treatment of its fire department, and, 
the steadfast loyalty and interest of the 


most gratifying results.

Both busband and wife are in fairly 
good health, though neither of them is 
very strong. Mr. Metcalf has been un- 
able to work at bis trade of machinist for 
some years, because of, weakness result- 
ing ftom malaria, which he contracted 
while serving in the Civil war. While 
time has taken Mrs, Metcalf’s strength, 
ber heart is still light and by her cheery 
companionship she makes life ‘cheerier 
both for. herself and for the man to 
whom she gave her hand and heart fifty 
years ago. 

Mr. Metcalf was born in Winthrop, Me., 
in 1824. He lived with his parents: till 
he was 20 years’ of age and was educated 


1844 he went to Lowell, where he learned 
the machinist’s trade at the Lowell 
Machine company’s plant. He worked 
in Lowell until’ 1857. -Four years. after 
he reached the city he married Miss JLu- 
cinda B. Hutchins of Rumford, Me., who 
on Monday celebrated with him the 50th 
anniversary of that’ memorable event in 
their lives.

For some time Mr.

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. STREET LIGHTING QUESTION 
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ThE special committée" on street, light. 
ink, appointed -at-the-iast town moeting 
to tr¥-to secure better service from the 
Andover Electric. light company before 
renewing: a contract has been unabl# to 
make satisfactory terms with the com- 
pany and has decided to lay the whole 
matter ~before the citizens of the town 
again at a special town meeting to be 
held one week from Monday. 

The committee bas held meeting after 
meeting and consiéered several proposi- 
tions, but none to which the company 
would agree have been acceptable. 

In the first place the committee drew 
up @ contract and presented it to the 
company. It was proposed to substitute 
20 incandescent lights’ for five arc 4 
the town’to pay $80 for each arc light 

er year and $20 for each incandescent 
Fabt ~The members of the committee 
regarded their offer as a liberal one and 
also felt that the town would get better 
service, as incandescent lights are be- 
lieved better suited for lighting the 
shady streets of Andover than arc fights, 

Although the electric company ex- 
pressed its willingness to meet many of 
the demands vf the committee, and the 
committee stated that it was working 
solely in the interests of the town and 
had no desire to make hard terms, the 
contract drawn up by the committee was 
rejected by the company, 

The company then presented a con. 
tract which the committee regarded as 
no better than the one now in force and 
that was rejected. - 

The committee then appealed to the gas 
commissioners, stating however, that they 
should not be bound by the decision of 
the commissioners. A hearing was held 
and in due course of time the decision of 
the commissioners was handed down. 
The commissioners presented a contract 
whereby the town would have to pay 
$83.50 ~ arc light and $20.85 per incan-: 
descent: light, which would reduce the 
number of lights the town already has, 
if it was to appropriate the same amount 
as at present, for its lighting, The prop- 
osition was, of course, at qnce rejected 
by the committee, which then offered to 
lay the whole matter over till the: next 
town meeting; the~present—contract..to- 
hold good until that time. The com- 
mittee made that proposition as a last 
resort, for the present contract was re- 
garded'so unsatisfactory by the voters of 
the town that the committee was ap- 
pointed-to secure concessions from the 
company. 

When it was evident that that could 
not be. done, the committee yielded to 
the company so far as to allow the 


‘present condition of things to exist until 


the next town meeting, when the voters 
would again take the matter up. 

A special meeting was made necessary 
by the rejection of this offer by the com- 
pany and the statement that the com? 
pany proposed to stand by the decision 
of the gas commissioners. ‘ 

The report of the committee will be 
presented at the special town meeting. 

The TowNsMAN representative has 
talked with members of.the committee 
and with citizens regarding the situation. 
The consensus of opinion as expressed to 
the reporter is that the streets of the 
town are improperly lighted and that 
now is the time to demand better service. 

A member of the committee stated 
that it would seem that the company is 
not giving as good-service as-it can, for 
its lights are not even kept in good con- 
dition. “The arc lights,” he said, “are 
many of them without globes. The in- 
candescent lights are many of them with- 
out shades. The wires are in many cases 
without proper covering. And all this, 
to say nothing of the weak lights and bad 
system of arranging the lights.” 

The committee man said that all the 
members of the committee seemed per- 
fectly willing to be as lenient as possible 
with the company but could not make 
terms which did not call for. improve- 
ment in the present lighting, One thing 
which was noted by the gentleman was 
that the contract. drawn up by the. gas 
commissioners is @ more costly one than 
one which.the company had previdusly 
poemated. The whole matter will now 

e left in the hands of the voters.

I have dated this letter from Utuado, 
but as I am writing it I am away up in 
the mountains eight miles from camp, 
with 30 more, on outpost duty. We left 
the town yesterday morning at 9.30 and 
began our hard march through the 
mountains. At times the road is very 
steep and rough. We encountered a 
rain storm on our way and of course 
we got wet through. We great 
quantities of green bananas and or- 
anges on the trees and the scenery 
along the march was very beautiful. 
The greatest drawback to this climate 
is the frequent rains, for it rains about 
every 15 minutes some days. Our regi- 
ment has been moved from its camp on 
the banks of the stream, where I wrote 
my last letter, tq barracks in the town 
of Utuado. It was. so damp and muddy 
the men were all becoming sick with 
dysentery. We are all in very good 
spirits for we are told we are going 
‘home .very soon. My health continues 
good and you need not worry about me. 
The Illinois boys were to start for 
Ponce today and there take the trans- 
sorry that I came away but I have had 
enough of hardships and shall be glad 
to get back home once._more. _. They 
say we Shall be home by Sept. 19, to be 
reviewed at Washington, which I hope 
is true. 


Suicide in Canal. 


The mystery of Peter Gallagher's 
disappearance has been cleared up by 
the finding of his body Tuesday. 
About 5 o’clock the pedestrians at the 
outlet of the north canal were surprised 
to discover the body of a man floating 
in the water near the gates. ; 

Through the efforts of several mill 
people on their way to work the object 
was brought to shore. The police were 
notified and the remains were given 
into the custody of Undertaker Breen. 

The body was readily identified. -Gal- 
lagher was 38 years of age and lived 
with his family at 24 Marston street. 

Saturday night he wént out shop- 
ping with his wife on Essex street, and 
left her to get a piece of tobacco at a 
store-nearhy.. He had not been seen or 
heard from since. It is a probable case 
of suicide. Mrs. Gallagher is almost 
heartbroken at her husband’s untimely 
end. She is at a loss to account for his 
sudden death, as nothing had occurred 
to mar his happiness. He had _ been 
drinking rather heavily Saturday even- 
ing and that was all. 

Besides his wife, Mr. Gallagher 
leaves two daughters to mourn their 
loss.

FORMERLY A METHUEN MAN. 


Thomas Linsky, formerly and until 

eight years ago a resident of this town, 
was arrested in Dover, N. H., last Fri- 
day on a serious charge, it being no 
less than attempted murder. 
’ Since leaving Methuen Linsky has 
been engaged in the liquor business in 
New Hampshire, and of late has con- 
ducted a road house near Granite State 
park in Dover. His victim was William 
H. McHugh, the pianist at the place.

Linsky is no stfanger to the police 
and has‘a record in this town which is 
by no means enviable. He had been 
prosecuted a number of times for ille- 
gal liquor selling, for assaults and 
other minor complaints.
